The  Need 

A  detailed  analysis  of  the  open  space  needs  of  East  Boston  is   found  in  Public 
Open  Space  in  East  Boston,  a  summary  of  which  has  been  submitted  herewith.     Briefly, 
the  East  Boston  planning  district  has   large  concentrations  of  lower  income  people 
living  in  areas  of  high  density.     The  planning  district  is  a  target  area  of  the  local 
community  action  agency  of  the  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity,  Action  for  Boston 
Community  Development   (ABCD).     East  Boston  has  the  second   largest  proportion  of  families 
earning  less   than  $3,000  in  the  City  of  Boston.     In  terms  of  acreage.   East  Boston  has 
over  two  times  less  public  open  space  per  capita  than  the  City.     East  Boston 
has  about  2.5  acres   for  every  1,000  persons,  while  the  City  has  about  5.4  acres 
for  every  1,000  persons. 

The  proposed  park  site  is  within  1,000  feet  of  the  Maverick  Square  rapid  transit 
station  which  is  accessible  from  all   parts  of  East  Boston. 

The  proposed  park  will   provide  pedestrian  access  to  the  waterfront  in  East  Boston. 
Access  has  long  been  prevented  by  commercial   and/or  industrial    uses,  many  of  which 
do  not  require  a  waterfront  location.     The  area  proposed  for  acquisition  is  across 
the  street  from  a  400  unit  public  housing  project  v;hich  has  less   than  an  acre  of  public 
open  space,  most  of  which  is  asphalt.      In  addition,   adjacent  areas  have  large  tracts 
of  vacant  and  underutilized  land  which  have  been  the  locus  of  many  recent  public  and 
private  proposals  for  new  housing  and/or  commercial   development. 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  acquiring  land  in  East  Boston  is  twofold:  to  provide  urgently 
needed  recreation  space,  and  to  make  available  views  as  well  as  pedestrian  access  to 
the  harbor.  The  proposed  park  will  serve  existing  and  proposed  needs  and  will  also  be 
consistent  with  regional  plans  for  the  recreational  development  of  Boston  Harbor. 

Specific  Open  Space  Uses 

The  site  is  to  be  developed  as  a  landscaped  park  with  a  pedestrian  esplanade 
along  the  waterfront  edge.  The  specific  design  of  the  area  will  be  detailed  after 
consultation  with  community  groups,  and  is  expected  to  include  a  tot  area,  informal 
games  area,  a  small  pi  ay field,  bocci  courts,  and  possibly  a  boat  access  ramp.  An 
existing  building  on  the  site  will  be  examined  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  re- 
habilitation for  community  use.

The  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council,  the  official  planning  agency  for  the  Boston 
metropolitan  area,  has  been  actively  involved  in  open  space  planning  for  the  past  five 
years.  Its  planning  program  began  with  a  study  of  open  space  and  recreation,  including 
an  inventory  of  existing  recreation  sites  and  facilities,  a  summary  of  past  plans  and 
proposals,  a  landscape  survey  and  visual  analysis,  the  formulation  of  policy  statements 
and  a  series  of  design  studies. 

This  study  v/as  conducted  by  the  Council  through  an  interagency  agreement  with  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Commerce  and  Development  and  culminated  in  a  report  entitled 
Open  Space  and  Recreation  Study  for  the  Boston  Region,  November,  1965. 

The  Council  then  undertook  the  preparation  of  a  comprehensive  open  space  plan  and  program 
for  the  Boston  metropolitan  area.  The  work  was  done  in  conjunction  with  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  the  state 
agencies  responsible  for  the  provision  of  large,  open  space  areas  for  recreation  and 
conservation.

The  City  of  Dor.ton  would  like  to  notify  your  office  of  its  intent  to 
apply  for  funds  to  acquire  a  site  on  the  East  Boston  waterfront  for  a 
major  recreation  facility.   It  is  our  understanding  that  guidelines 
under  the  nev.'  "Legacy  of  Parks"  program  have  not  been  finalized 
by  KUD;  however,  information  on  the  preparation  of  "letters  of  intent" 
for  projects  meeting  IiUD's  high  priority  requirements  have  been 
released.   With  respect  to  these  requirements,  the  proposed  acquisition 
will  provide  ne\\'  open  space  opportunities  within  a  year  to  low-income 
housing  developments.   Directly  across  from  the  proposed  waterfront 
park  are  400  units  of  low-rent  public  liousing  and  about  150  units  of 
low-rent  public  housing  for  the  elderly  are  planned. 

In  addition.  East  Boston  has  large  concentrations  of  lower  income 
people  living  in  areas  of  high  density.   The  planning  district  is 
a  target  area  of  tlie  local  conuuunity  action  agency  funded  under  the 
Office  of  Economic  Opportunity,  /action  for  Boston  Conununity  Development 
(ABCD)  .   In  terms  of  acreage.  East  Boston  has  over  two  times  less 
open  space  per  person  than  the  City  as  a  whole. 

The  proposed  park  will  *)rovide  urgently  needed  reci'eation  space 
and  provide  views,  as  well  as  access,  to  the  harbor.   Access  to  the 
waterfront  has  long  been  prevented  by  con-jiiercial  and/or  industrial 
uses,  many  of  which  do  not  require  a  waterfront  location.

The  ricquisition  cost  is  estimated  at  $424,000,  and  the  concept  of  the 
proposal  has  long  been  supported  by  conununity  groups.   In  addition, 
the  Boston  Conservation  Commission,  at  a  recent  meeting  unanimously 
endorsed  the  proposal  and  pledged  its  assistance  in  attempts  by  the 
City  of  obtain  assurances  of  Federal,  State  and  Local  assistance. 

In  addition  to  this  letter  of  intent,  the  City  would  lilce  to  file 
a  preliminary  application  (see  attacliment)  which  conforms  to  Open 
Space  Land  Program  requirements  for  your  agency's  review.   City 
Council  approval  of  the  application  and  assurances  of  a  local  share 
will  be  sought  in  the  fall  of  this  year. 

Finally,  notification  of  the  City's  intent  to  file  an  application  with 
IIUD  will  be  made  to  the  appropriate  state  and  metropolitan  clearinghouses, 
in  accordance  v;ith  Bureau  of  the  Budget  Circular  A-95.
